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Solicitude of Members of Con- 
gress and the President. 
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Wasninatoy, July 11.—[Special.]—There 
has probably been more anxiety expressed 
among congressmen over Mr. Randall’ condi- 
tiou than any statesman who has been ill in 
years. Every hour’ during today a page was 
gent from the house to his home, on Capitol 
hil], to inquire after his condition, and even 
the.president has sent, both yesterday and to- 
dav, Mr. Randall is still a very #1 man, but 
there has been a general feeling of satisfaction 
expressed today over his improvement. The 
family are much encouraged by his favora- 
ble condition. It is not expected, how- 
over, that Mr. Randall will be 
able to resume the discharge of his duties in 
congress during the remainder of this session, 
and he will probably be removed to his home 
at Philadelphia as soon as his condition justi- 
r fies.t. 

In the Washington correspondence of the 
Macon Telegraph, which arrived here this 
morning, L note the following statement: 

A gentieman who is in position to know, says 
there is no truthin the-report televraphed from 
here Saturday to Georgia papcrsto the eilect that 
the amount of the Suvannah improvement had 
2 reduced in conference ani‘ that the conferees 
all thrown overboard the new scheme.

»ment made in this correspondence Sunday 
was.absolutely correct; that the conference 
committee did,on Saturday, strike out the 
genate amendinent referring to Savannah, not 
cominiting the government to the twenty-eight 
feet scheme. Mr. Norwood has been exerting 
every effort to have the committee reconsider, 
but as yet without success, and it isdoubtiul if 
he will meet with success, as more than half 
the committee are opposed to committing the 
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government. I can only judge 
that the correspondent of the 
Telegraph was so much vexed = with 


himself over failing to secure the news that he 
desired to have it discredited. The committee 
is bound to secrecy, but when their report is 
made my statement will bé proven correct, 
unless Mr. Nerwood yet prevails upon them to 
reconsider. The ‘gentleman who isin position 
to know,”’ referred to above, whose name was 
mentioned in the press gallery by the said cor- 
‘respondent, has positively denied to me having 
made any such statement asthe one credited 
to him, that ‘there is no truth in the report.”’ 
I would advise the truthful correspondent of 
the Telegraph in future to endeavor to secure 
news first, and not attempt to make news by 
trying to prove that published by others incor- 
rect, when he should know to the contrary. 

Judge Stewart today received a tclegram 
from Atlanta announcing his unanimous re- 
nomination. While nothingelse was expected 
he was nevertheless congratulated by many 
of his col'eagues. . The judge is quite popular 
with members of the house, and has mace a 
faithful representative. He has been very 
successfal With local measures before the 
house and is cousidered a good member.

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The Conference Report Agreed toin the Sen- 
ate, 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—The conference re- 
porton the fstoftice appropriation bill was 
presented tothe senate. The item for post- 
oftice clerks for unusual business is fixed at 
£25,000 instead of $50,000. The item as to rent, 
light and fuelin the third-class postoffices is 
retained, with the proviso that no contract for 
rent for such postoftices shall be for more than 
ayear. The item as to postage on seeds is 
fixed soas to make the postage one cent for 
every two ounces. 

On the amendment known as the subsidy 
clause the conference committee has been una- 
ble to agree. 

After an explanation by Mr. Plumb, the re- 
port was agreed to; and Mr. Plumb moved that 
the senate insist on the subsidy amendment 
and ask for a further conference. As to the 
postmaster-general’s statement that the exist- 
ing postal service to South and Central 
America was satisfactory, Mr. Plumb said 
that, with great respect to that oificial, he did 
not believe a word of it. It might be satis- 
factory to the postofilice department, but it was 
not satisfactory to the business public. 

Tie entire foreign mail service of the coun- 
try now yielded a proiitof between $600,000 
and $700,000 a year. If the $800,000 in the 
amendment were appropriated and were all 
expended by the postinaster general, the for- 
eign mail service would still not result in a 
deficiency. The department now paid fifty 
cents amile for Cuba mails between New 
York and Tampa, and paid more for steam 
transportation between Tampa and Havana 
than was paid for all South American and 
Central American countries. Under this 
policy with Cuba a system of assimilation was 
going on in that island, and some of these days 
the United States would have Cuba by nat- 
ural process, and without war, and the United 
’ States would take possession in the same way 
of all those southern countries if it would only 
apply to them the same rule of postal facilities 
that it apnlied at home. 

Mr. Beck, one of the senate conferees, said 
he had no idea that the house would agree to 
the amendment, and he didn’t believe that it 
ought todoso. It was a subsidy pure aud 
simple, not wanted by the postottice depart- 
ment, not forming part of the system. As the 
postinaster-general had said, the money might 
just.as well be given to a few men as a bonus, 
jeaving him unembarrassed by difficulties. He 
read with favorable comments the communica- 
tion from the postimaster-general and declared 
that this communication demonstrated that, 
since the time when subsidizing was begun in 
this country, with the Garrison = = sub—— 
sidy, the Roach subsidy and Pacific 
mail subsidy, no trade had been built up, and 
no trade was intended to be built up. it was 
intended to embarrass and injure existing pos- 
tal regulations by giving a subsidy to a few 
men at the public expense, to the detriment 
of the public service and toevery tax payer in 
the country. The discussion drifted into a 
tariff debate, carried on at considerable length 
by Messrs. Reagan, Platt, McPherson, Sauls- 
bury, Hawley, Stewart and Call. 

A motion to insist on the amendment was 
agreed to—yeas 28, nays 16, as follows:

Why the Conferees oun the Agricultural Bill 
Disagreed. 

WASHINGTON, duly 11.—In his. opening 
prayer this morning the chapiain feelingiy 
alluded to Mr. Randall’s illness, and invoked 
the divine blessing and protection upon the 
suiierer. 

A. conference was ordered on the land for- 
fciture bill, and Messrs. Holman of Indiana, 
Stone of Missouri, and Payson of Lilinois, were 
appointed conferces. 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, submitted the report 
of disagreement on the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill, stating that the point of disagreement 
was the senate amendment making an appro- 
priation of $100,000 for sorghum sugar experi- 
ments. 

Mr. Ryan, of Kansas, hoped that the senate 
would insist upon the amendment. 

Mr. Hatch said congress had twice appropri- 
ated money for these experiments, and that 
the commissioner of agriculture had stated 
that they had been concluded. Money had 
been gencrously apprepriated, and further aid 
would bein the. nature of a subsidy to some 
sugar making firm. If sugar makers could not 
now make sugar from sorghum, it was not be- 
cause they did not have all of the information 
that department could give. : 

Mr. Ryan moved concurrence in the senate 
amendment, He pointed out the benefits 
which-had accrued to the agricultural interests 
of the country irom former appropriations for 
sorghum experiments, and ie = con 
tended that still further appropri- 
ations would result in still greater 
good. The iield of experiment was yet rich, 
broad and fruitful, and notwithstanding 
Hatch’s statement to the contrary, he had re- 
liable information that the departinent of ag- 
riculture wanted more money with which to 
explore tiiis fieid. 

After further debate Mr. Ryan’s motion to 
concur was agreed to—yeas 125, nays (0. 

This completed the consideration of the 
bill, and it siands as finally passed. 

Mr. Clements, of Georgia, submiited the 
conference report on the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill, and it was agreed to. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whele on the tariff bill. ‘he pending amend- 
ment was that offered by Mr. Phelps, of Now 
Jersey, fixing at 40 per. cent the advalorem 
duty on tlax or linen thread and all manufac- 
tures of tax. 

The greater part of the afternoon was then 
consumed in an animated political debate, in 
which the Phelps interview, the Chicago 
nomination, Ingalls’s letter, and alleged 
personal and political inconsistencies of Mr, 
Weaver, of lowa, were subject of dis- 
cussion, rather than the Phe!ps amendment to 
the tariff bill. The discussion was then turned 
into w business channel by Mr. Breckinridge, 
of Arkansas, who opposed the Phelps amend- 
ment, which was finally rejected. 

Qn motion of Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, 
au amendment was adopted changing the duty 
on bag and bagging from fifteen per cent 
advalorem to three-cighths of a cent per 
pound. 

Mr. Buchanan, of New Jersey, in behalf of 
Mr. Lehlback, offered an amendment making 
the duty on Zseines forty percent instead of 
t yenty-five per cent.. 

The amendment was rejected,as Was an 
amendment offered by Mr. Jackson, of Penn- 
svivania,fixing a similar raie of duty on manu- 
factures of hemp or manilla not enumerated. 

‘The third section of the bill—that relating to 
vrools and woolen manuwlactnres—being reached 
Mr. Mills propesed that the entire sixty-one 
lines of the section be read and considered as 
one paragraph,as in the case of the sugar para- 
graphs,amecndiment to be in order at any place. 

Mr. Mills endeavored to reach an agree- 
ment as to the time to be allowed for debate 
on the section, proposing two days, but Mr. 
Reed objected to fixing any time before the 
debate had been fairly started. 

The entire section was read without objec- 
tion, however. 

Mr. Buchanan, of New Jersey, offered an 
amendment trebling the duties on imported 
convict-made goods which was defeated. 

Mr. Caswell, of Wisconsin, offered an 
amendment to the wool sections substituting 
the schedule of 1867, and 1t was laid over until 
tomorrow. The committee then rose and the 
house, at 4:45, took a recess until8 o’clock, the 
evening session to be for the consideration of 
the census bill. 

The house met this evening for the considecr- 
ation of the bill for taking the cleyenth and 
subsequent censuses. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, chairman of the 
committee on census, said that he had intended 
to address the house at length upon the subject, 
but owing to the warmth ofthe evening, he 
contented himseif with a few general remarks 
in regards to the importance of the work to be 
accomplished. The report accompanying the 
bill says: 

In reporting this bill the committee would 
state that, in its salient features, it is the same 
bill, substantially, which provided for taking 
the tenth census. The publications of the 
tenth census number twenty-two volumes. 
The commiitee propese to omit publications on 
all subjects except the following seven sub- 
jects, viz.: Population and social statistics, re- 
lating bricfly to manufactures, mining, agri- 
culture, mortality and vita! statistics, valua- 
tion and public indebtedness, all of which are 
indispensable in taking the census. Those 
which are omitted, alihough very useful for 
general information, political discussion and 
social science are o:mitted because the same in- 
formation may be gathered by and published 
from the bureaus of the government, and be- 
cause they can well be dispensed with from this 
decennial census. By an ingenious little amend- 
niet, the effect of which was not noticed by 
any members preseut, Mr. O’Neill, of Mis- 
souri, secured an increase of wages for the 
messenger, assistant messenger and watchman 
from $460 to $600. 

On motion of Conger, of Iowa, an 
amendment was adopted providing that in the 
appointments preference should be given hcn- 
orably discharged soldiers or sailors. 

The bill was passed and the house at 11:06 
adjourned. 
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DEATH OF DR. GARNETT. 
The Surgeon-General of the Confederate 
States Dice of Heart Failure. 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—A. Y. P. Garnett, a 
well-known physician of this city, died at Re- 
1obeth Beach, Del., tonight, of heart failure. 
Ile had been severely ill for several days and 
was believed to be slowly convalescing, He leit 
this city for the seashore this morning for the 
purpese of recruiting his failing health. He 
was born in Virginia in 1820, was graduated in 
medicine at the University of Pennsylvania in 
1541, entered the United States navy as assist- 
ant surgeon thesame year, was promoted to 
surgeon in 1845 and resigned in 1518 in order to 
accept the professorship of clinical medicine in 
the Nationul Medical college of this city. He 
married the eldest daughter of Henry A. Wise. 
At the breaking out of the war he left Wash- 
ingtcen and became surgeon-general of the con- 
federate army. He was the family physician 
of Jeiferson Davis and of all his cabinet oiii- 
cers, and accompanied Mr. Davis after the 
evacuation of Richmond, and at the close of 
the war he came back to Washington, and was 
agein clected professor in the medical college. 
Recently he was elected president of the 


. American Medical association. He contributed 


many valuable papers to medical literature.

Lovurs, Mo., July 11.—-Dispatches from 
Topeka, Kas., say a hearing on application for 
writ of habeas corpus in behalf of Moore and 
Mrs. Norton has been postponed by Judge 
Guthrie until tomorrow. Mrs. Norton is said 
to be very nervous today, and clings still 
closer to Moore. Mrs. Caswell had another 


interview with her this afternoon, but her 


pleadings to the erring woman were of no 
avail. Both she and Moore vehemently deny 
the report about the amount of money and 
valuables taken by them from St. Louis. Mrs. 
Norton stys the money she has is her own, but 
she is willing to give up certain deeds to prop- 
erty given her by her husband. Moore denies 
most positively that he has any other than 
trifling debts in St. Louis, and that he never 
borrowed a dollar from Norton. 

Moore and Mrs. Norton were not informed 
until this morning, and it was known to no 
one but the oflicers that a complaint was filed 
hy County Attorney Curtis, last evening, be 
fore Justice 8S. Earle against them, charging 
them with a violation of the state law under 
section 12, in relation to marriages, which 
makes ita misdemeanor to live together as 
man and wife, and fixes the penalty at not less 
than $500 nor more than $1,000, nor less than 
thirty days nor more than three months im- 
prisonment. Had they been released today, 
they would have been arrested on the above 
charge. It is not likely that the warrant will 
be served until they are released. A reporter 
asked Judge Laughlin this morning: if he 
thought there was any doubt about their being 
able to take Moore back to St. Louis. ‘Not 
in the least,’”’ said the judge. ‘‘I do not think 
he will be released on habeas corpus, and if 
he is released there are other ways in which 
we can hold him.’

The Burglar Then Attempted a More Serious

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A BLOODY TRAGEDY 


Which Results From the Bolten Incident of 
the Night Before. 

Hor Srrinas, Ark., July 11.—[{Special.J—A 
bloody tragedy was enacted at Benton station, 
the passenger station, between 5 and 6 o’clock 
this evening. The result was the killing of 
Ex-Policeman Wiiliam Bolton. Early yester- 
day Bolton figured in a scrape % which is 
traced the cause of the tragedy.- He was on 
duty as an officer Monday night, and was 
called upon to arrest acrowd from the country. 
There were four of the men, and they turned 
the tables on the oflicef by capturinging and 
taking him to the woods, where many indigni- 
ties were heaped upon him. 

About 8 o’clock yesterday a. m., Bolton con- 
fronted the two Houpt brothers from Philips’ 
township, under the impression that they were 
members of the crowd who mislead him. He 
struck each a blow and drew his pistol. By- 
interfered and prevented further 
trouble. For this offense Bolton was suspend- 
ed fromthe police force. It developed that 
Bolton was mistaken as to the identity of the 
Houpts, as the latter were shown to be inno- 
cent. The Houpt brothers were passing out 
Benton street ina wagon this evening, when 
Bolton came in sight walking “to the passenger 
depot. Ina remarkably brief time the ex- 
policemen wasa dead man. Four shots were 
tired from the wagon, and Bolton was literally 
perforated. The wagon containing the Houpts 
was rapdily driven east, but was soon over- 
taken andthe men gave themselves up and 
are now in the county jail.

Leads tothe Arrest of an Offending Negro 
in Montgomery. 

MontaomeEery, Ala., July 11.—[Special.J— 
Bill Anderson, a negro, twenty-two years of 
age, was brought here from Macon county to- 
day and Jodged inthe county jail for safe 
keeping. On last Friday J. M. Knowles, one 
of the most highly respectable citizens of 
Macon county, was awakened by screams cem- 
ing from a room occupied by his two daugh- 
ters, one nine and one twelve years of age. Le 
quickly started towards the room and a negro 
dashed past him and disappeared. The elder 
daughter of Knowles, on going tothe room to 
retire, had discovered the negro, Bill Ander- 
son, lying on the bed with her yonnger sister, 
where he had been for some time. 

Her screams frightened him, and he ran. 
He was finally captured, and carried to Tus- 
keegee, the county seat, on Monday, and 
lodged in jail. Threats of lynching were loud, - 
but it was thought nothing serious was goilg 
to result from it. Today, however, a mob be- 
gan to form with the avowed purpose of lynch- 
ing the prisoner, and so evident was it that 
the local military would be insufficient to pro- 
tect him, that Sheriff Pinckard hurried him 
oif to the train, and brought him here tonight, 
where he is now contined. Although fully 
identified by both of the daughters of Knowles, 
the negro stoutly declares his innocence, and 
claims he was notin the vicinity at the time. 
The chain of circumstantial evidence wound 
around him is so strong as to preclude the pos- 
sibilitygof.an acquittal. | 
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An Execution at Wilmington. 

Witmincton, N. C., July 11.—Stephen 
Freemais colored, convicted of the crime of 
rape on a white woman, was hanged here to- 
day. The execution took place in the jail, 
only thirty-six witnesses being admitted as re- 
quired by law. Several applications were 
made to the governor for pardon or commuta- 
tion of sentence tolife imprisonment, but after 
careful consideration he refused to interfere. 
Freeman protested his innocence to the last. 
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MEXICAN CRUELTY 
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Wreaked Upon Unsuspecting Cuastoms 
Offenders. 

_ Et Passo, Tex., July 11.—[Special.]—There 
is at present a spirited controversy raging be- 
tween the newspapers published in the state 
of Chihuahua on the subject of the extreme 
cruelty alleged to be practiced by the customs 
oflicers along the Rio Grande border against 
poor and ignorant offenders against the cus- 
toms Tegulations of the Mexican republic. 

These cruelties are not charged so much 
against the otticials connected with the main 
oftice at Paso Del Norte, but against the 
deputy collectors of inferior stations between 
thatplace and Nogales, such as Ascension, 
Janos and similar places. 

The very indefinite southern boundary line 
of the Zona Libere or freezone, which rangesall 
the way from twenty miles to twenty leagues 
in width, and the exact location of which is 
seldom known to the poor and ignorant people 
living in that section of the country makes it 
very easy for these people to become some- 
times unwittingly transgressive in a small 
Way @egainst the excessively severe customs 
laws which are on every occasion . enforced 
with barbarous harshness against humble of- 
fenders. 

The most recent case of extreme severity 
has aroused the ire ofa portion of the inde- 
pendent press, which is round in its condem- 
nation. Several young men living in the 
northwestern corner of Chihuahua, bought 
at some points within the free 
zone two towels, two handkerchiefs, one pair 
of shoes and one woman’s dress pattern, in all 
worth not quite nine dollars, which they in- 
tended for the use of their families living 
somewhere near the southern line of the free 
zone, but of the exact location of which they 
were ignorant. On their way home they were 
met by some customhouse officials, who de- 
tected thesmall bundle containing their pur- 
chases and marched them under arrest to Paso 
del Norte, several hundred miles distant. 
They were driven along like Russian exiles 
to Siberia, and after lying in 
a loathsome dungeon for awhile 
were sentenced to six months imprisonment, 
ten years of police surveillance, and the contis- 
cation of their horses, saddles and bridles. 

_ The Contineola of Paso Del Norte and other 
liberal] paper in the state stigmatize this as un- 
necessarily severe aud barbarous, and protest 
against it in spirited terms, while the Sinpar- 
tial ofthe city of Chilialfua and other admin- 
istration organs, defend the customsjofiicers, 
The thorough discussion of this matter, which 
is LOW going on will probably bring about a 
much needed change.

, SHUTTING UP SHOP. 


Iowa Liquor Dealers Tired of Fighting the 
Prohibition Law. 

SURLINGTON, Iowa, July 11.—A decision of 
more than ordinary importance and involving 
anew point under the prohibitory liquor law 
of lowa has been rendered by Judge Phelps, of 
the district court. Two years ago a saloon 
keeper, whose place of business was enjoined 
as a nuisance, appealed tothe Iowa supreme 
court, and after filing a supersedeas bond, con- 
tinued the tratiic. The injunction was sus- 
tained, and the saloon keeper again gave bond, 
carried his case to the United States supreme 
court, where it is not likely to be reached for a 
year or two yet. Kecently proceedings were 
brought to have him arrested and fined for 
contempt of courtin continuing the illegal 
tratiic, notwithstanding the injunction. His 
defense was that pending the decision of the 
federal court, the injunction did not apply, but 
the district court now decides that the injunc- 
tion must stand andthe saloon must close.

ALONG THE LITTLE KANAWHA RIVER 
Railroads Suffer by Having Bridges and 


Trestles Washed Away-—Stories of 
Suffering—Lives Lost.

Parkenspune, W. Va., July 11.—The storm 
on Monday night wasthe most disastrous of 
the many which visited this region during the 
past week, and the loss of property in a range 
of twelve counties hereaboutis estimated ata 
quarter of a million dollars. A bridge worth 
$40,600 was swept from its moorings here yes- 
terday. All day immense quantities of wheat 
and timber floated past in a tangled mass. Al- 
most every farm in the valley of counties ad- 
joining this has been swept clean of its prod- 
ucts. The Middle Island Tie compary lost 
45,000 ties lastnight, valued at $13,500. A 
number of trestles and bridges.on the Colum- 
bus and Northern road, running into Harmar, 
on the Ohio side, are washed away, and travel 
is indefinitely suspended. The Zanesville and 
Ohio river road, just put into operation, is 
badly washed out, and it will be several days 
before travel is resumed. No train. has come 
from the cast on the Baltimore and Ohio since 
Monday morning. The town of Salem is 
entirely under water, and the people have left 
their homes.} 

PitTsBuRG, July 11.—The latest estimates 
of damage puts the total loss at over a million 
dollars. Wheeling reports the damage in the 
vicinity of Grafton, West Virginia, at not less 
than 5250,000, and about Fairmont at as much 
more. The loss at Brownville, Pa., is reported 
to be over $125,000; at Rowiesburg, West Vir- 
ginia, $125,000. In this neighborhood it will 
exceed 5100,000, and it is not exaggerating to 
say that with the above as a fair estimate, the 
total loss wiil exceed one million dollars, as 
the flooded district covers an area of fully two 
hundred and fifty miles. 


hundreds are homeless and destitute. The 
Charteries natural gas main, cros ing the river 
at that point was broken during the night, and 
animmense pressure of gas forced into the air. 
Watchman Kuight, of the Pittsburg, Me- 
Keesport and Youghtogy railroad, crossed the 
trestle at Saltsburg a short time after, and his 
lantern ignited the gas, causing a tremendous 
explosion. Knight was fataily burned and 
the bridge set on fire, but the flames were not 
extinguished before it was destroyed. Traffic 
has been almost suspended on the Pittsburg, 
Virginia and Charleston road. No trains are 
running south of Peters creek, nineteen miles 
from here. 

A Wheeling dispatch says the freshet was 
the greatest ever known. The destruction to 
property is beyond computation, but enoughis 
known to warrant the declaration that nearly 
every house and most of the fencing ou all low 
lands between that point and Clarksburg, on 
the west, and as far at least as Grafton, on the 
Valley river, have been sweptaway. From 
early dawn until darkthe Monongeheia con- 
tinued to rise and during that time the channel 
was full of houses, fences, timber, saw 
logs, shocks of wheat, parts of bridges and 
other debris, denoting the havoc of the rush- 
ing waters. The water is now falling at head- 
waters and the worst is over. Since midnight 
the river at Lrownsville has receded five feet. 
In this city there was twenty-two feet of 
water at 2 o’clock this afternoon, and still 
rising. 

At 6p. m. the water was falling at all po'nts 
between Pittsburg and the head waters of the 
Monongahela and no more damage from the 
freshet is apprehended. The highest point 
reached here was 23 feet and at 6 o’clock had 
fallen 22 feet at Brownsville, California, and 
other towns along the upper Monongahela. 
There were three feet more water than ever 
before. The current is still running at the 
rate of nine miles per hour, but the river is 
comparatively clear of debris, everything hav- 
ing run out. Coal men are now getting 
their coai tow in readiness and tomorrow about 
10,000,000 bushels will be started down the 
river. 


the highest point of the fiood the long trestle 
works of the Pittsburg, Wheeling and Charles- 
ton railroad spanning Pike Run creek turned 
over from one end to the other submerging 
Western Union wires. 

A later dispatch from Wheeling says,from re- 
orts received from the flooded districtof West 
‘irginia, it looks as if the monev lost by 

Monday’s rain would reach nearly $2,600,- 
000. At least three lives have been lost. The 
water is now falling rapidly at all points, and 
itis becoming possible to get detailed reports 
from small townsand villages in the moun- 
tains. Not less than fifty bridges are gone in 
Marion, Harrison, Taylor, Wetzel, Wood, 
Wirt, Ritchie, Lewis and adjoining counties, 
and hundreds of houses have been swept away 
or are badly damaged. 

In Taylor county the loss is $250,000; in 


Harrison as much more; in Wood 
over $100,000, and in like proportions 
all through the _ flooded districts. In 


Grafton and vicinity the loss. will not fall short 
of a quarter of a million. In addition to wash- 
ing away little Kanawha bridge at Parkers- 
burg, the tiood has done other severe havoc. 
All Baltimore and Ohio trains are stopped 
from the east. Twotunnels between Parkers- 
burg and Grafton are caved in, and the new 
Zanesvilleand Ohio road is reported to be badly 


damaged. The Ohio river was damaged 
to a great extent below Parkersburg. 
Great losses of crossties and timber are re- 


ported. The destruction to property all along 
the little Kanawha and Ohio rivers is greater 
than in 1864 when the great flood came. 


A HORRIBLE STORY. 
Great Suffering in Mexico by the Recent 
Floods. 

Sr. Louris, Mo., July 11.—Late advices from 
Leon, Mex., say of the principal scene of the 
great flood: 

‘‘Masses of people are packed in Porteole’s 
stables and every available place of shelter, 
averaging one person to less than a square 
yard of space, with piles of flag matting laid 
on the ground for beds and a few miserable 
rags for cover. All able-bodied men have 
been forced away to work by the government. 
Rations: of bread and meat are issued 
and everything possible done torelieve the 
suffering. Children up to twelve years ofage 
are among these masses without a thread of 
clothing and at night are wrapped in what- 
ever rags the family have for covering. Any- 
thing whatever of fcod or clothing, no matter 
how poog, is received with extreme gratitude. 
In view of the nature of the buildings in- 
volved, they being constructed of adobe, and a 
great numberof them which were destroyed, 
it is still believed the bodies of many hundred 
people are in the ruins. Some 300 were recoy- 
ered, but the stench was so great that further 
search was abandoned.

On Sunday 
the negro told it around that he was going to 
kill Mosby on sight. Mr. Mosby, hearing of 
the threat, swore out a warrant, and, together 
with Sheriff Moore, started towards the ne- 
gro’s house, this morning at 2 o’clock, for the 
purpose of arresting him.

Melons, Pears, Grapes and Figs in Great 
Protusion, 

ALBANY, Ga., July 11.—[Special.]—Albany 
is luxuriating in fruit at present, melons, pears, 
grapes and figs are all plentiful and cheap add 
most luxuriously to the menu of the average 
citizen. The earliest of the figs well called the 
“Celestial’’ are now in their best condition. 
This variety with all the luscious sweetness of 
an oriental preserve is the most delicious, 
healthful and refreshing of all breakfast fruits, 
and lends to the plainest meal a luxury that 
the millionsire cannot surpass, are being sold 
upon the streets in the cunningest of baskets 
made from their prettily escoloped leayes, the 
stems forming the handles. 

That melon, said an old settler pointing toa 
watermeion of the famous Jones variety which 
lay upon a table quartered and awaiting de- 
molishment, ‘“‘that melon has more sugar in it 
than 2 bushel! of beets and they will doubtless 
thus be utilized. They make most delicious 
syrup. I remember that Jonathan Davis used 
to make a quantity of itfrom melons for his 
slaves in the days before the war.”’ 

It is to be regretted that we have no method of 
cheap transportation in the south. Especially 
does a stay at home paterfamilias lament this 
fact when he desires his loved ones off at the 
mountains or the seaboard to enjoy with him 
the luxuries of this favored section.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. A conveyance by deed 
of gift from a father to his daughter, executed 
since the adoption of the code, to-wit, in 
March, 1877 , Ow hich the father and daughter 
were the only paities, and by which he con- 
veyed certain described realty to her, ‘‘and the 
lawful heirs of her body begotten, to her and 
their soie and separate use, and free from all 
debts, liabilities and contracts of her present 
or any future husband,’’ to have and to hold 
unto her ‘‘and her heirs * * * to he and 
them, and their own proper use, benefit and 
hbehoof, forever in fee simple,”’ and warranting 
title to her ‘‘and her heirs and their assigns,’’ 
passed the absolute fee to the daughter alone, 
and her child, though in life at the time the 
deed was executed, acquiréd no estate in the 
premises, either as tenant in commion or as 
donee i in remainder.

Bleckley, C. J.-—1. A ee acsmeat recovered 
in an action for a tort is not assignable before 
it comes into being, that is, before it has been 
rendered or entered up, although a verdict has 
been returned upon which judgment can be 
and is afterwards signed. The plaintiff ac- 
quires title, not by the verdict, but by the 
jndgment, and until its rendition he has no 
title to assign; until then his action for the 
tort is not terminated, but is still pending and 
in progress. 

The defendant, in an action for a tort, is 
not st ibiect to garnishment till final judgment 
is recovered. <A garnishment issned and 
served after a first verdict for the plaintiff in 
the action, which verdict is subsequently set 
aside and anewtrial granted and answered 
before a second trial is had, the answer deny- 
ing any indebtedness, seizes nothing and takes 
no lien on the final recovery.

The charge by the Washington Post, 
which is neither flesh nor fowl politically, 
Qhat the democrats of the country are delib- 
erately dodging the free trade issue, has 
been promptly taken up by the republican 
organs and correspondents.

The Next Census, 

In glancing somewhat perfunctorily over 
the daily debauch of dullness to be found in 
the columns.of the Congressional Record, 
we have failed to note what disposition has 

“been made of the bill introduced in the 
house some time ago by Congressman Cox, 
This bill provides for the collection of the 
census reports of 1800, and if it is adopted 
without any material modification it will re- 
duce the number of census volumes from 
twenty-two to seven. It provides for the 
tabulation of subjects pertaining to popula- 
tion, public indebtedness, valuations of 
property, and industrial, social and health 
gtatistics. — 

The scale on which the last census was 
taken was so much ont of proportion to the 
facilities of the government that, although 
an immense amount of matter has been 
either curiailed or suppressed, there is still 
a number of volumes to be printed. The 
scheme of taking the census of 1880 repre- 
sented elaboration run mad, and it will prob- 

~pbly never be attempted on such a scale 
again. Itiellinto the hands of so-called 
experts and visionaries, and the result has 
been a costly failure. The vast mass of sta- 

. tistics gathered in the bulky volumes is of 
no interest whatever, and the fact that the 
eensus takers were burdened with the duty 
of collecting it caused them to neglect more 
dmportant matters. 
~ It is to be hoped that a sensible and eco- 
momical plan will be arranged for the collec- 
tion of the statistics of the eleventh census, 
and that the statistics will relate only to 
euch matters as are of general interest and 
importance.

We observe that the Morning News, rep- 
resenting the temperament and disposition 
of the Savannah cotton exchange, is in- 
clined to be suspicious about the first bale 
of cotton contributed to the Albany market 
by your Uncle Primus Jones, of Baker 
county. it remarks that the cotton men of 
that city do not take much stock in Primus’s 
first bale business, and goes on to say that 
“Superintendent Bryan, speaking of the 
matter, says that it does more harm than 
good to send out such cotton at so early a 
date, for it is misleading as to the condition 
of the growing crop, cotton not being so far 
advanced as to warrant the picking of a 
sample bale.”’ 

Now, it strikes us, as it must strike most 
people, that the sensitiveness of the Savan- 
mah cotton exchange is extremely absurd. 
We should like very much to know how and 
where there can be any harm done in mar- 
keting an early bale of cotton from Primus 
Jones’s Baker county plantation. If the 
Savannah cotton exchange is the only or- 
ganization of cotton men that has trust- 

worthy information in regard to-the condi- 
tion ofthe growing crop, then Superin- 
tendent Bryan’s complaint might be sup- 
posed to have some sort of basis; but even 
then, the Savannah cotton exchange could

“Person in the country interested in the ¢ect- 
ton crop has as much information as the 
Savannah exchange. This is a matter on 
which there is no copyright. The conse- 
quence is that if a new bale were to be mar- 
keted in June, it would have no effect what- 
ever in the direction of harm, for the aver- 
age condition of the crop is noted by thous- 
ands of watchful agencies, and their know!l- 
edge is ¢ommmon property. We may con- 
clude, therefore, that the anxiety of the 
Savannah cotton exchange is wholly un- 
called for. 

There is another side to the question 
which is of vast importance to the cotton 
planters in the south. The carly bales mar- 
keted by Mr. Jones are the results of a 
series of experiments which he is making in 
the direction of freeing the crop from the 
dangers of the cotton worm and from the 
damage annually inflicted by the September 
storms., Iie is engaged in an effort to 
hasten the maturity of the whole cotton 
crop, and, by the careful selection of the 
seed, he_is giving the plant a general ten- 
dency in that direction, especially in that 
section’ where the cotton worm and the Sep- 
tember storms do the greatest damage. 

Under these circumstances it is to be 
hoped that the Savannah cotton exchange 
can be prevailed on toat least tolerate Mr. 
Jones and his early bales, particularly as he 
is not shipping een 50 that city any more. 
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Tue Indianapolis Journal offers to give 
away $1,000 if anybody can prove that Har- 
rison made a certain remark. The proba- 
bility is that the republicans will need this 
money in Indiana during the campaign.

THE FOLLOWING PRESIDENTIAL statistics, 
from the New York Sun, will be of interest to 
our readers: ‘There have been three or more 
candidates in the field at a imnajority of the 
presidential elections since the formation of 
the republican party. In 1856 we had three 
candidates, Buchanan, Fremont, and Fillmore. 
In 1860 we had four candidates, Lincoln, Doug- 
las, Breckinridge, and Bell. In i864 three can- 
didates were nominated, Linceln, McClellan, 
and Fremont, but the last named withdrew 
before the election. In 1868 we had two can- 
cidates, Grant and Seymour, and also in 1872, 
Grant and Greeley, and also in 1876, Hayes 
and Tilden. In 1880 we had three candidates, 
Garfield, Hancock, and Weaver. In 1884 we 
had four candidates, Blaine, Cleveland, But- 
ler, and St. John. In 1888 we have the repub- 
lican candidate, Harrison, the democratic can- 


date, Cleyeland, four side-show candidates, 


Fiske (prohibitignist), Streeter (labor), Cowdry 
(land tax), and ‘Mrs. Belva Lockwood (female 
suffrage). Thus, this year, we have six of 
them in all, or a larger number than ever be- 
fore. If we go back prior to the origin of the 
republican party, we find presidential elections 
in which there were three or more candidates. 
In 1848 there were three candidates, Taylor, 
Cass, and Van Buren. In 1836, when Van 
Buren was the successful candidate, he was 
opposed by Harrison and White, while Web- 
ster got the vote of Massachusetts, and Man- 
gum that cf South Carolina. In the election 
of 1824 there were four candidates, Jackson, 
Adams, Crawford, and Clay. At that time 
Jackson received the largest number of elec- 
toral votes, but not a majority, and the choice 
devolved upon the house of representatives, 
which elected John Quincy Adams.”

ANE THEY MARRIED? 

The Duke of Marlborough and Mrs. Ham- 
mersley May Not be Husband and Wife. 
New York, Julyvl1.—The Herald says: His 

Grace the Duke of Marlborough and Mrs, 
Hammersley, in spite of the mayor, clergy- 
man and mayoralty kiss, are perhaps only the 
Duke of Marlborough and Mrs. Hammersley. 
It seems after all, from what the lawyers say, 
that the good people who assembled in the 
pleasant corner room inthe city hall on Fri- 
day, June 27, did not see what they thought 
they had, and what they went out to see—a 
wedding. They witnessed a ceremony, but 
the lawyers say it Was not a marriage, because 
itis void, Void according to the laws of the 
state of New York. 

Serious coubts can be properly entertained 
a3 to the legality of the marriage, and further, 
innocently enough, to be sure, the duke is pos- 
sibly guilty of biyamy under the law of this 
state, andthe duchess, or Mrs. Hammersley, 
likewise. Several members ofthe bar were 
visited by a reporter at their oftices in regard 
to the question of the validity of the marriage 
of the duke of Marlborough to Mrs Hammers- 
ley on Friday June 20. It was first performed, 
as everybody remembers, by Mayor Hewitt 
and afterwards by the Revg Dr. D. C. Potter. 
He found that many of the lawyers had 
taken down their books and had _ consid- 
ered not only the case, but the cases 


of men who, if similarly situated, might seek 


to enter into the condition of matrimony in 
this state. While they were not iriclined to 
give opinion over their names, without first 
giving more time to the study of the statutes, 
they very generally agreed in saying that under 
the laws of the state of New York, the mar- 
riage of the duke of Marlborough to Mrs. 
Hammersley was “‘in reality eitherno marriage 
at all because absolutely void, or at least a 
marriage of such an extremely dubious nature 
that a serious question is presented whether 
the marriage would not be held to be absolutely 
void should the question of its validity ever 
arise in the courts of the state of New York.’’ 

After careful consideration of tho views of 
the lawyers interviewed it is apparent that 
the exact marriage status of the cake is du- 
bious to say the least. Whether it would be 
declared valid or invalid depends largely upon 
the place where the question is raised. In this 
state it would probably be decided invalid and 
in England possibly valid. 

It seems absurd to think his grace of Marl- 
borough is, perhaps, guiliy of bigamy, but.so 
it seems upon considering the law of this state. 
Our statutes in regard to bigamy and marriage 
are very closeiy allied to one another.

In speaking of the fortune of the late A. T. Stew-. 
art you say that it was vastly inferior to those of 
Messrs. Astor, Vanderbilt, Gould and Taylor, and. 
“besides these there are now several estates and! 
fortunes in New York which are greater than his,”’ 
which you estimate very properly, I think, et 
$20,009,000. 

Will you please state whese estates and fortunes 
these are,as I am at a loss to remember any. one 
having more or as much as £2),000,000, 

Our correspondent’s knowledge as to the sub= 
ject must be very limited, for the names of 
several possessors of such fortunes at once oc- 
cur to us, replies the New York Sun. The 
Goelet estate as a whole must much exceed 
$20,000,000. Then there are the Standard oil 
fortunes of the two Rockefellers and Mr. 
Flagler, each of whom can safely be estimated 
now at more than that sum, and they are 
rapidly increasing. Heber R. Bishop can be 
set down as worth more, and probably D. O. 
Mills also. Pierpont Morgan’s fortune igs 
supposed by those best informed as to such 
matters to be greater than a score of millions, 
and Mrs. Hetty Green is not forced to the 
rigid economy she practices, for doubtless she.

These by no means complete the list, and if -

It is easy to see how rapidly they must 
be piling up money. Even when they keep up 
a more costly state and maintain establish- 
ments that are relatively extravagant, accord- 
ing toour American standards, they do not 
lay out on them a great sum of money compar- 
atively to their incomes. After elegant com- 
fort has been secured it does not take many 
thousand dollars a year to add what seenis to 
the public lavish display. 

A man who spends $50,000 a year solely on 
his living and the keeping up of his establish- 
ment becomes couspicious in New York for 
the grandeur of his state as a social character. 
Of course, many families may spend much 
more in the buying of costly pictures and other 
articles of rarities, but these are of the nature 
of investments, and are not a part of the cost 
of living. Others, too, may keep yachts, 
maintained at an enormous expeniiture, 
eccording to the average estimate, 
and the improvement of country places may 
eat up a vast amount of money, 80 that they get 
rid of twice as much; but the first is outside of 
the ordinary living expenses, and the second 
counts only asan investment. If amancomes 
to New York able and prepared to expend on 
his household alone $50,000 a year, he can cut 
a great figure so far as his mere expenditures 
go, though socially he may remain so insignifi- 
cant that he will throw his money away. 

Therefore it is that American estates grow 
so rapidly, especially as is so often the case 
where they are accumulated by men of modest 
social pretensions or no social ambition what- 
ever. Evenif they have the ambition, and 
gratify itat the cost it entails, they do not 
make heavy inroads into the income from mil- 
lions of dollars. John Jacob Astor 
is by far the richest man in Awmerica, 
and yet the expenses of his actual 
living cannot much exceed the sum 
we have named as enough foran elegant house- 
hold. Hence heis yearly investing, and in- 
vesting with great sagacity, all beyond a very 
insignificant part of hisincome. His expendi. 
tures are hardly enough to count, but his in- 
vestments in land, for whose development and 
productiveness the Astors can afford to wait, 
and in other securities are enormous and cone 
tinuous. 

The Vanderbilts and the Goelets spend

Churchill, of Haywood, who knew Partin 
well, wasin the city, and ealled to see the 
prisoner.

The prisoner averted his 
head, and said, ‘* No.’’ The reverend gentle- 
man’s wrath appears to have been kindled at 
the response, and he flatly told the prisoner 
he wasa ‘‘HKar.”’ ‘‘ You do know me,” said 
the preacher. ‘* Don’t you remember the last 
time we met, and that you helped me 
to repair the break in my buggy.’’ The pris- 
oner glanced at the gentleman, but turued 
away his eyes at once, and said: ‘I was born 
in Ireland.’’ ‘‘You area liar,’’ again shouted 
the angry parson, and left the prisoner. Mr. 
Churchill positively declares the man to be 
Partin, and says he knew him so well, former- 
ly, that it is impossible that he should be mis- 
taken. Tie parson’s identification does not 
appear to be satisfactory, however, and enthu- 
siastic sympathizers for the prisoner speak ofa 
writ of habeas corpus for him. 


The Boyle Case Decided, 

MontTGoMERY, Ala., July 11.—[Special. ]—- 
The supreme court of Alabama today decided the 
famous Boyle case. In 1875 Bartholomew Boyle was 
killed in a railroad accident at Boyle’s Gap, on the 
Louisville and Nashyille railroad. He had been 
associated in business with John T, Milner and R. 
H. Keliy. His estate was administered on and de- 
clared insolvent. Milner and Kelly filed claims 
against the estate amounting to $40,000. The 
claims were not disputed, but went on unsettled 
until a lapse of ten years. Mrs. Boyle married and 
became Mrs. N, H. Wyene. The lands belonging to 
the Boyle estate were located in and around Birming- 
bam, and iucreased in value, and are now valued 
at two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. Some 
months ago, Milner and Kelly entered suitin the 

robate court of Montgomery to force the sale of the 

oyle lands to justify their claims, The probate 
court decided that the claims were barred by the 
statute of iimitations, and the supreme court sus- 
tains that decision. 


Homicide at Waycross. 


Waycross, Ga.. July 11.—{Special.]—This 
evening about 7 o’cloek Edward Jones, a colored 
train hand ot the Savannah, Fiorida and Western 
railroad, wassthot with a 88 calibre Smith and Wes- 
son pistol, by A. J. Miller, a watchman of the same 
company. It appears thet Jones had been accused 
of stealing some cigars and upon Mr, Morris, the 
yard master, threatening to put him under arrest, 
be ran. Morriscried out, ‘head him off!’ where- 
upon Miller ran out and fired at Jones three times, 
missing him twice. The third ball entered his back 
and lodged in his bowels. Itis impossible for him 
to recover. There is great excitement among the 
colored people, and fear of trouble, Miller has been 
arrested, 


A Mistrial Ordered. 


CHARLESTON, 8S. C., July 11.—Mistrial was 
ordered today in the case of five colored men 
in Pickeus county, who lynched a white mau 
on the caarge of having committed a criminal 
assault upon a young colored girl, who died 
from the effects. Tle man was a young farm 
laborer, said to be half-witted, and against 
whom there was but very weak circumstantial 
evidence. The case is notable as being the 
first in which a white man was lynched by 
negroes for assaulting a colored girl.

AN ATLANTA MAN. 


A Dead Man inChio Identified by 
a Ragged Scrap of Paper. 


John Snider, of the Atlanta Glass Works, 
Killed Near Shelby, O.—A Letter 
From the Postmaster. 


An Atlanta man was killed two or three 
days ago on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
about five miles south of Shelby, Ohio. 

The man was sitting on the track with his 
back turned towards the approaching train at 
the time he was struck, and he was killed in- 
stantly. It is supposed that the man was 
asleep, as the whistle was blown and bell rung, 
but no attention was paid. 

The body was terribly mutilated, and the 
only clue to identification was a worn and 
blood-soaked scrap of paper in one ofsthe 
pockets. 

After waiting as long as possible for the rel- 
atives of the dead man to claim the body, the 
stranger was buried in Oakland cemetery, 
near Shelby. . 

The little scrap of paper feil into the hands 
of Mr. S. 8. Bloom, the postmaster at Shelby, 
and was by him forwarded to the postmaster 
in Atlanta.

The card isin eight or 
ten pieces from long wear, and the pieces had 
been pasted in their proper position un a sheet 
peso a pie The paper reads:

BRIBING A JURYMAN. 


A Claim Agent Sent Up for Six Months for 
e Being Too Smart. 


Cuicaco, July 11.—The rulings of law in 
the anarchist case by Judge Gary, that sent 
Spies and his comrades to the gallows, were 
turned today by another Chicago judge, Kirk 
Hawes—against the agents, attorneys and chief 
officials of oneof the wealthiest corporations 
in the country. The offense inthis case was 
attempted jury bribing, and the main offender, 
Sumner C. Welch, claim agent of the Chicago 
City railway, is sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment, while C. B. Holmes, president of 
the company, and C. M. Hardy, the company’s 
attorney, are recommended to be dealt with by 
the grand jury. 

Chicago City railway is perhaps the largest 
corporation of the kind in the country. Presi- 
dent Holmes is a very prominent, wealthy 
citizen, and Attorney Hardy is a leading mem- 
ber of the bar. The bribery was in an insig- 
nificant little damage suit against the com- 
pany, Welch approaching one of the jurors, 
named Rosenthal, during the court recess, and 
endeavoring to retain, by money, his services 
in the interest of the company. Rosenthal 
indignantly refused, voted for the highest 
verdict against the corporation, and after- 
wards exposed the business to attorneys for 
the plaintiff.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisious. 

CHICAGO, July 11—Business was brisk again on 
‘Change today. The action ot the wheat marke: was 
doubtful early, but a firm undertone heiped by bull- 
ish cables, developed into a regular advance in 
prices laterin the day. Clearances in New York 
were bnt $,000 bushels, and this, with a recollection 
of improved econiition of home crops reported yes- 
terday, made the bulls cautious and encouraged 
some sellers, who believed the government figures 
would have more effect today than they did on 
Tuesday. Later cables, public and private, con- 
firmed the reports of snow in England and very bad 
weather on the continent. Foreigners -were said to 
be buyers here and at New York. Report about boat 
loads taken for export differed from 5 to 25 boats, 
but the effect was bullish. The short element in 
the pit took little fright after 120’clock. A heavy 
speculator who was not able to be on the floor stood 
by his long wheat. When the crowd got a desire to 
buy there was little for sale, and July was ata big 
premium over Avgust. The price of August, which 
ranged carly between 80c and 80%4c and at noon was 
about the close of last night, 3014c, suddenly started 
upward, and in a few minutes touched Si}gc. _ This 
was followed by a lull and return to $1@81}4c when, 
twenty minutes before the close the second bulge 
took place. The bull feeling prevailed up to the 
very close, and prices at 1 o'clock p. m. were the 
outside for the session, with August 1%¢c over last 
night, at 8134c. The other futures closed: July 83){c; 
Seatember 8114¢e; December 83'<c. 

The corn market was quiet compared with wheat. 
There were some elements of strength in the situa- 
tion, but prices barely heid their own at the close 
for early futures. while the feature of the pit was th 
low price of October. The lowest prices of the day 
were at the of the early dipin wheat, when August 
touched 48%4c, reacted to 4934c, the outsicve price of 
the session, and at the close it was the same as last 
night, 4934c. July sold at 45)¢c to open and 49e to 
close. October from 487<c to 48c and closed at 48° 4c, 
or Ke lower. 

In oats favorable crop weather and indications 
that July contracts had been pretty well filled caused 
a heavy early market. July ranged ilgc lower than 
ycsierday’s closing. but at the decline the demand 
quite vigorous again, and there was a lc reaction, 
The clh.sing was steady ana only 1c lower. August 
declined gc during the early weakuess and reacted 
The other deliveries average about 4c. lower. 

Considerable interest was manifested in the mar- 
ket for hog products, and an increased speculative 
business was tranfacted. The ggueral surroundings 
of trade weie favorable to a we ket, reeeipts 
of hogs being liLeral and prices lowdy, while the 
advances from depending markets were/less favora- 
ble toholders. Under these circumstan¢es there wes 
considerable desire to sell products for August and 
September deliveries, especially ere local 
operators end manufacturers, while emand was 
not particularly urgent, excepting from shorts. 
Prices for all the leading articles declined materially 
during the middle of the session, but toward the 
market showed more steadiness ina gencral way 
and pricefrailied agaip. Pork declined i0@4dc, but 
rallied 10@ldc. The decline in lard amounted to 
only 5@7i4c, but was wholly regained. Short ribs 
fell off 74%@10e, but rallied later 244@ac.

commercial article says: Few sellers did a fair day’s 
work yesterday at Friday’s full prices. Frequently, 
however, sales in quantity were only possible ata 
slight decline; more frequently moderate progress 
was made at previous prices ‘Telegraphic orders 
from India were fairly abundant, but in a greater 
portion of them the HMmits were much below the 
current rates.

Their 
course is also governed hy the 
fact that the local holidays will 


‘lessen production for the next few weeks. They 
are moreover impresseed x the continually nar- 
rowing margin between the pricesofyarns and 
cloths.

_ not inclined to tuy in quantity at current rates. In 
the cloth sections business in quantity is difficult to 
affect. Duyers with large orders sought to place 
them under Friday’s rates, but didn’t meet with 
success, India shirtingsare fairly steady, witha 
stnall business. Dhooties are fairly steady at the 
lowest point hitherto reached. Sellers make but 
little progress. The best prints are neglected; stocks 
are heayy; common and medium sells moderately.

THE PHARMACISTS 


Hold Their Thirteenth Annual 
Session Yesterday Morning. 


A Gocd Attendance—-President Case’s Ad- 
dress—Atianta Selected Over Au- 
gusta by a Large Majority. 


The thirteenth annual session of the.Georgia 
Pharmaceutical association was held in the 
hall of the house of representatives yesterday 
morning. 

There were seventy-five representative phar- 
mactists in the body.

to order. 

Mayor Cooper was introduced and made a 
brief speech of welcome. Among other good 
things his honor said that Atlanta was too 
healthy a place for druggists to thrive in. 

Responses weré made by Messrs. H. K, 
Maine, of Dalton, and S. C., Durham, of Au- 
gusta. Both gentlemen delivered short, sensi- 
ble, happy speeches. 

A committee was raised to name the officers 
for the ensuing year, after which a recess was 
taken for the payment of dues. 

The names of forty-two druggists were added 
to the list of members. Some of these were 
gentlemen whose membership had been for- 
feited by reason of the non-payment of dues. 

The following Atlanta gentlemen joined the 
association : Messrs. David B. Candler, Thad 
B. Rice, F. O. Mays, A. J. Haltiwanger, W. 
C. Fincher, Alex. Dawson, N. H. Johnson, 
J. A. H. Harper, J. N. Gregory, Mr. Harper 
is from Decatur. 

‘The association was called to order a little 


- before eleven o'clock. 


President Case delivered his annual address. 

“T think,’ said he, ‘‘that the standard of 
qualification in pharmacists should be high. 
Pharmacy is a profession distinct from medi- 
cine, and requires special education to insure 
efficient work. I believe that aschool of phar 
macy should be established... The best plan 
for the establishment of this schoo! is co-ope.- 
ation.” 

He thought that the legitimate profession 
of pharmacy shonid net be made co-equal with 
barrooms of the alcoholic license stigma. Imi- 
provements in the pharmacy law were sug- 
eester 

The address was applanded liberally. 

On inotion of Doctor W. A. Taylor, a com- 
mittee composed of Messrs. S. C. Durban.J. W, 
Goodwyn and R. 1. Land, was appointed to 
consider the school of pharmacy and improve- 
ment in the pharmacy law. 

Papers on special technical subjects were 
read. 

The Afternoon Session. 

Mr. Theo. Schumann, « hi t1irman of the com- 
mittee appointed to confer with the te en 
logical commission in relation to the establish. 
ment ofaschooi of pharmac} y in connection 
with the school of technology, submitted a fe- 
port. 

Mr. McMaster took the floor and moved that 
the schoo! of pharmacy be established in con- 
nection with the medical college at’ Augusta. 

The motion provoked a spirited discussion. 

Doctor Taylor fought itin a good speech, giv- 
ing good reasons why Atlanta should have the 
school. 

Dr. Schumann scored some strong points in 
favor of establishing the school in Atlanta.

The association then adjourned to meet ye 
Salt Springs this morning at half past nine 
o'clock.
